A rationing committee, composed 
of Baron Devonport, Kennedy a Sg 
and other prominent men, would de- 
cide -what rations were to Ue estab- 
lished, what divisions there would be 
of the population into classes, and 
other like questions.

Caring for the Wounded 


Increasing Number o! of Disabled Can- 
adian Soldiers Being Cared 
for Here 


More than twice as many disabled 
Canadian soldiers are now being car- 
ed for by the Military Hospitals 
Commission as were”on the rolls at 
New Year. 

A year ago the total was about 
1,530. By December 2 the figure had 
risen to 2,634. Then came a slight 
ebb, to 2,404 at Christmas. The tide 
has sirice been flowing strongly, and 
high-water mark was reached on 
April 15 with a total of 5,677, in spite 
of the hundreds discharged in the 
meanwhile, 

Of course, this influx is not the 
effect of recent fighting, It means 
that a large number of Canadians, 
wounded or otherwise .invalided 
months ago, have sufficiently. recoy- 
ered in England to be sent home 
for the completion of their cure in 
Canada. 

Nearly all of the recent arrivals 
have been convalescents. The Cana-| "7 
dian medical authorities in England 
have riot yet found it practicable to 
send over any large number of “bed 
cases,’ 

One object of such a transference 
would be to: make more room in over- 
sea hospitals for dnen falling in the 
operations of the pres- 
ent year. appily our casualties in

being largely the result of the ef-
